Nanking Organ’s Plea for Paci- 
ficatory Methods 
asking, Apr. 

Oficial reports received here con- 
firm the serious nature of the Mo- 
Hammedan uprising: in Ninghsia, 90 
the Yellow ‘River, in north-east 
Kansu, The rebels have eaptured 
Ningchen and Pinglo. Government 
forees are retreating eastwards t9- 
wards Wangychti, in Suiyuan, and 
‘aceount of the fact that they are 
fereatly outnumbered hy the rebels, 
they are being, withdrawn to strate 
tie points, awaiting reinforeements 
from Lanchow and Tengkou, in 
‘Kansu Province. 

In a editorial in towtay's “Chin

Somie time in last December, 
advertisement appeared in ‘the 
“North China Daily News” and other 
papers notifying the public that a 
dividend would be paid on and after 
January 15, 1929, to all depositors 
in the Russo-Asiatie Bank at 
Shanghai, Hankow, Chefoo, Tientsin 
and Newchang. So far nothing has 
eventuated from this promise in 
Newehwang. 

Again in the Daily News" 
issue of April 7, [ think it was, a 
further advertisement appeared pro- 
mising to pay a dividend to deposit- 
ors at Shanghai, Hankow, Chefoo, 
and Tientsin, Newehwang is not 
‘mentioned, why I do not know un- 
less it is because the — depositors 
here are too few in number to make 
much of a noise. 

So far we have received here 
40 per cent. on all accounts under 
$2,000, and 25 per cent. on accounts 
over $2,000, and there it sticks year:
